Much depends in such cases on the 


amount of nitrogenous matter stored up, 
for the most part in the muscular tissue, 
and available for destructive changes. 
We may safely assume that the amount 
of reserve nitrogen in the case of these 
men was not meager. It is mainly, no 
doubt, to this circunibtance that we 
must attribute not only the fact of their 
exibteuce, but the still more remarkable 
pro»pect of their convalescence and ulti- 
mate recovery.—London Lancet.

SILVER AMD WHEAT. 


The charge hat been repeatedly made 


by ignorant person* or by those who wil 
folly attempt to deceive 
that silver 


miners alone are interested in the remon 
etization of silver. 
This charge was an- 


'•wered long since by Senator Stewart 
who showed the relations existing be- 
tween silrer and wheat and other pro- 
ducts of the farm and demonstrated Tcry 
clearly that the low price of the metal 
was tae cause of the low price of wheat 


The 6iact facts and figures bearing en 


the relation between silver and wheat 
hare been compiled by Colonel J, D 
Hooper of Colorado, and the Denver 
News comments upon the statement as 
follows: 


"It is a well known fact that the low 


price of American wheat is due to the 
competition with wheat grown in India 
How is this competition brought about? 
We will see. The English merchant 
buys an ounce of silrer in America for 
•ay 85 coots. 
This he coins into India 


rupee* which are worth 138 cents, and 
he has thus made a profit of 53 cents on 
his ounce of silrer. 
If wheat is worth in 


India eay 92 cents a bushel, he can buy 
with bis silrer rupees one and a bal 
bushels of wheat, the actual cost to 
him being only the 85 cents he paid for 
his ounce of silver. 
This is why India 


wheat csn be placed on the Liverpool 
market in competition with the American 
product, and were this not possible there 
•would be a demand for at least 50,000,- 
000 more basLeU of American wheat, 
and not only for this, but for the amount 
now exported a better price would be 
obtained. 


"Under free coinage the English mer- 


chant would be obliged to pay $1 29 an 
ounce for silrer, and the margin of dif- 
ference in the ratio of coinage would not 
permit the importation of India wheat to 
England. 
These facts explain why it is 


that British financiers are so bitterly op 
posed to free coinage. 
By depressing 


the price of silver ia the United States 
they can •tirc.uSate wheat growing in 
India, discourage American imports, and 
realize a handsome profit for themsalres 
at the same time, all at the expense of the 
American farmer and 
the 
American 


miner. 


"Shall this thing ba allowed to con- 


tinue? The question is the real issue of 
the campaign. 
Republican orators ex- 


press great solicitude lest the American 
manufacturer may be brought into com 
petition with the Engliih manufacturer; 
but thesa same men are entirely willing 
that the American farmer and the Amer- 
ican miner shall be ruiued, the latter by 
the low price of silrer, which results 
from demonetization, and the farmer by 
the competition in India wheat, which 
demonetization renders possible. Out on 
euch inconsistent hypocrisy." 


W4L.li STRKKT KOWDIKS. 


At Columbus, Georgia, on the erening 


of the 22J instant, about one thousand 
people assembled to bear General Wea- 
rer. 
The Columbus Journal, a subsi- 


dized Wall street organ, to create preju- 
dice against General Wearer published 
an article in its local columns charging 
him with appropriating prorUions be- 
longing to private citizens for tlte use of 
the army and refugees. 
General Wearer 


denied the charge, stating that i>e gave 
vouchers for all private property con- 
demned for public use, and that the 
vouchers were honored and paid by the 
Government. 
A reporter, said to have 


been hired for the purpose by Wall street 
•gents, stated that he had affidavits to 
prove the allegation and great confusion 
ensued. 
The hired rowdy was finally 


•ejected from the hall and General Weaver 
mnd Mrs. Lease addressed the audience. 


It is to be deplored by cjrery lorer of 


liberty and free speech that a few black- 
guards, hired by gold begs for the occa- 
sion, are permitted to create the impres- 
sion that free speech m this enlightened 
age is not tolerated in Georgia, which 
has the reputation of being one of the 
most progressive of the Southern States, 
Every good citizen, whether North or 
South, regrets the occurrence and de- 
nounces the polkiciaai who were respon- 
sible for it.

It is a well known fact that mil&ii 


especially apt to sour during the preva- 
lence of a thunderstorm, and from thi« 
It baa been surmised that the electric 
discharge held some mysterious sway 
over the lacteal fluid. An Italian ex- 
perimenter, one Professor O. Tolomei, 
has been making trials of various aorta, 
the object being to throw some light on 
electric influence over milk molecules. 
In his first experience he passed an elec- 
tric discharge from a Holtz machine be- 
tween two balls of platinum hanging 
two inches apart in a bottle containing 
* quart of fresh milk; secondly, by send- 
ing a current between two strips of 
platinum at the bottom of a V tube 
tilled with the same fluid; thirdly, by 
subjecting milk in a test tube to the ac- 
tion of a strong battery current through 
a silk covered copper wire wound spi- 
rally around the tube. 


In each one of these experiments, 


which were as thorough as any lover of 
science could wish, it was proved that 
acidulation of the milk was delayed iu- 
Btead of hastened, as had been expected. 
Three equal portions of milk from the 
same milking thus treated began to 
grow acid on the seventh, the ninth and 
the sixth days, respectively, while other 
portions of it which had not been treated 
•with electricity was rankly acid on the 
evening of tho third day. Having thus 
disproved tho popular theory of lightning 
being tho direct cause of the acidifica- 
tion of milk, Professor Tolomei tried 
ozone and found therein the mystic 
agent of milk souring. In his second 
trial of ozone he brought the surface of 
a quantity of milk close to the two balls 
of the machine used, and the fluid al- 
most iastantly became acid in conse- 
quence. 


Here at last a mystery that has puz- 


zled professors and peasants alike has 
been made plain.—St, Louis Republic. 


Shoes for the Dead. 


Among Chicago's industries is a fac- 


tory where the manufacture of shoes for 
corpses is carried on exclusively. 


Out of five neat black boxes a repre- 


sentative of the firm yesterday took as 
many different sizes. These were adults' 
and children's shoes. The material cor- 
responds with the purpose of their use. 
The shoes are certainly nice to took at. 
The soles are cut otit of pasteboard and 
are covered with grained paper. The 
uppers are a combination of quilted 
satin and croclret work. A ribbon, in- 
serted at the top and tied in a neat bow- 
knot, holds the shoe to the foot. 


"Men's shoes are ftlways black," it 


was said. ' 'Occasionally we turn out a 
lot of brown ones. We have had special 
orders for men's white shoes, but only 
in a few instances. Shoes for women 
and children are always white. They 
are not expensive; five to fifteen dollars 
will purchase a dozen' pairs," 


The burial shoe is a patented article. 


It was designed by a Joliet (Ills.) woman 
milliner, who now enjoys the profits of 
her iilea. Tho Chicago company has 
boon in existence for nearly a decade, 
and is catering to un ever increasing de- 
mand. The firm eiu^loys a traveling 
aian, who coven) all the territory be- 
tween Maine und California. It takes 
fen girla and £ jvural machines to keep 
up with his orders, The average month- 
ly output is 13,000 pairs during the dull 
season. It is increased to 23,000 during 
a busy period.—Chicago Tribune.

A very interesting question is before
